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PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Carmarthen  Rural 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1962  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  population  remained 
at  a satisfactory  level,  and  in  particular  it  is  gratifying  to  record 
the  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease  and  the  absence  of  any 
case  of  Diphtheria,  Food  Poisoning  or  Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  year  there  was  a decided  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  fiom  cancer — 64  as  compared  with  41  the  previous  year, 
the  number  of  lung  cancer  deaths  being  more  than  doubled,  i.e’ 
9 as  compared  with  4. 

Adequate  supervision  was  kept  throughout  the  year  on  all  water 
supplies  so  as  to  ensure  their  safety  for  human  consumption.  It  is 
most  pleasing  to  record  that  work  was  commenced  on  the  Gynnin 
Valley  Water  Scheme.  This  scheme  is  well  overdue,  and  will  cater 
foi  the  needs  of  an  area  particularly  lacking  in  water  supplies. 

The  yeai  under  review  saw  the  completion  of  the  sewerage  schemes 
at  Abergwili  and  Ferryside.  These  two  schemes  will  not  merely 
piove  a boon  to  both  villages  but  will  greatly  improve  the  environ- 
mental  health  conditions  of  the  localities  concerned. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
staff,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  whole- 
hearted manner  in  which  they  have  supported  me.  I also  wish 

to  thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staff  for  their  continued  support 
and  help.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Carmarthen  Rural  District  covers  an  area  of  202,733  acres 
and  is  divided  into  29  Parishes,  viz:-  Abergwili,  Abernant,  Cynwyl 
Elfed,  Llanllawddog,  Llanpumsaint,  Llanarthney,  Llanddarog, 
Llangunnor,  Llandyfaelog,  Llangendeirne,  St.  Ishmael,  Llangain, 
Llangynog,  Llanstephan,  Newchurch,  Laugharne  Township, 
Llanddowror,  Llangynin,  Llanwinio,  Meidrim,  St.  Clears,  Trelech- 
a’r-Betws,  Cilymaenllwyd,  Henllanfallteg,  Llandissilio-East, 
Eglwyscummin,  Llanboidy,  Pendine  and  Whitland. 

The  mid-year  home  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  1962  is  27,940. 

For  Registration  purposes  the  area  is  divided  into  the  following 
four  Registration  Sub-Districts: — 

Abergwili,  Llangain  and  St.  Clears  (Carmarthen  Rural). 

Llangendeirne. 

Cynwyl. 

Llanboidy. 


For  Sanitary  Administration  purposes,  the  area  is  divided  into 
three  divisions,  and  each  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a Public 
Health  Inspector.  The  Divisions  are  as  follows: —

The  area  is  mainly  agricultural,  the  inhabitants  being  engaged  in 
farming  and  allied  trades.  Milk  factories  are  situated  at  Whitland, 
St.  Clears  and  Pensarn  (Llangunnor).  At  the  United  Dairies  Fac- 
tory, Whitland  the  total  milk  intake  during  the  year  was  35,401,752 
gallons  and  of  this  6,816,339^-  gallons  were  despatched  for  liquid 
sales. 
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The  remaining  28,585,4 1 2^  gallons  were  used  for  manufacturing 
purposes — 8,955,433  gallons  being  manufactured  into  Unsweetened 
Evaporated  Milk  and  19,629,979^  gallons  into  powder  (Spray 
Dried  Skim).  The  total  milk  intake  at  the  Pensarn  factory  was 
10,9 17,427^  gallons,  6,766,73 l\ gallons  being  sold  as  liquid  milk  and 
1,138,455  gallons  as  separated  milk  for  animal  feeding.  2,204,402 
and  807,839  gallons  of  milk  respectively  were  used  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  Cheddar  and  Caerphilly  Cheeses. 

Portions  of  the  Parishes  of  Llanarthney,  Llanddarog  and  Llan- 
gendeirne  border  on  the  anthracite  coalfield,  and  naturally  the 
main  occupation  of  that  area  is  coal  mining.  In  addition,  there 
are  a few  quarries  in  the  rural  area,  particularly  along  the  limsetone 
ridge  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  district.  The  Railways  throughout 
the  area  provide  employment  for  a large  number  of  persons,  partic- 
ularly in  the  Western  Parishes  around  Whitland. 

No  particular  occupation  (coal  mining  excepted)  can  be  said 
to  have  any  prejudical  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  people. 

The  Rateable  value  of  the  area  is  £169,916,  the  sum  represented 
by  a Penny  Rate  £674  13s.  7d.  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
at  the  end  of  the  year  according  to  the  Rate  Book  is  8,698.

During  the  year  there  were  eighteen  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
(17  Respiratory;  1 Non-Respiratory)  and  there  were  three  deaths 
(2  Respiratory;  1 Non-Respiratory). 

The  mobile  unit  which  has  replaced  the  former  Static  X-Ray 
Unit  stationed  at  Carmarthen  made  forty-six  visits  to  the  town 
and  examined  2,138  persons  of  whom  1,762  were  volunteers  from 
the  general  population. 
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The  Unit  visits  Carmarthen  every  Tuesday,  and  is  situated 
outside  the  Malt  House,  John  Street,  Carmarthen.  It  is  open  to 
the  general  public  at  the  following  times: — 

10 — 12  noon.  2 p.m. — 4 p.m.  5 p.m. — 6.30  p.m. 

On  June  28th  and  29th,  the  Unit  carried  out  a survey  amongst 
the  general  population  at  Whitland  and  268  persons  (145  males; 
123  females)  availed  themselves  of  this  service.  Four  persons 
(2  Males;  2 Females)  required  further  observation.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities: 

As  in  former  years  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  now 
situated  at  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Glangwili  and  which 
is  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  H.  D.  S.  Morgan,  again  proved  of 
inestimable  value  to  the  health  services  of  the  area. 

Ambulance  Facilities: 

Ambulance  facilities,  including  facilities  for  the  transport  of 
sitting  car  cases,  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Home  Nursing  Service: 

This  service  is  undertaken  by: — 

(a)  Five  District  Nurses  under  arrangements  made  by  the 
County  Council  with  District  Nursing  Associations,  viz:  Cynwyl 
Elfed,  Llanboidy,  Llanegwad,  St.  Clears,  and  Whitland. 

(b)  Six  District  Nurses  in  direct  employ  of  the  County  Council 
in  the  following  districts: — Drefach,  Ferryside,  Gorslas,  Laugharne, 
Meidrim,  and  Trelech  and  Pontyates. 

In  addition  the  four  District  Nurses  employed  in  the  Carmarthen 
Combined  district  undertake  duties  in  the  Rural  Area. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres: 

Ten  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the  area  viz: — Carmarthen, 
Ferryside,  Gorslas  (Cross  Hands),  Laugharne,  Llanstephan,  Pendine, 
Pontyates,  St.  Clears,  Whitland  and  Meidrim. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics: 

Three  Ante-Natal  clinics — Kidwelly,  Cross  Hands  and  Pontyates. 

The  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children: 

Arrangements  are  made  for  unmarried  mothers  to  be  admitted 
to  one  of  the  following  hostels:-  Northlands,  Cardiff;  Cwmdonkin 
Shelter,  Swansea ; The  Llandaff  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare 
Committee  Hostel,  Penarth,  or  the  St.  Martin’s  Home,  Hereford. 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 

Hospital  Accommodation: 

Infectious  Diseases: 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble, 
near  Llanelly,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 
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General  Hospital  Facilities: 

Hospital  facilities  are  available  at  Priory  Street  and  at  Glangwili, 
Carmarthen,  and  both  hospitals  are  known  as  the  West  Wales 
General  Hospital.  The  Hospital  provides  treatment  for  general 
medical  and  surgical  diseases  for  the  whole  of  the  West  Wales  area. 

Venereal  Diseases: 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the  treatment 
of  Venereal  Diseases.  There  are  no  Clinics  in  the  area  of  the 
Rural  District,  the  nearest  being  in  Llanelly. 

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951 : 

Section  47  of  the  1948  Act. 

No  cases  called  for  action  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  during 
the  year  under  the  above  section  which  as  amended  in  1951  gives 
power  to  remove  compulsorily  to  Hospital  or  Part  1 1 1 accommod- 
ation persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  which  they  are  unable 
to  provide  for  themselves  and  which  they  are  not  receiving  from 
other  persons. 

Under  this  Act  one  aged  person  is  still  being  detained  in  an 
Institution,  and  an  application  is  made,  every  three  months,  to  a 
Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  extension  of  the  Order,  as 
the  person  in  question  is  not  able  to  care  for  himself  and  neither 
has  he  any  accommodation  to  return  to. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Housing : 

In  their  Post  War  Housing  Programme  the  Council  have  com- 
pleted, up  to  the  end  of  1962,  a total  of  1,039  dwellings.  In  addition 
they  have  also  purchased  six  sub-standard  dwellings  at  Drefach 
and  improved  them  with  grant  aid. 

During  the  year  there  was  a considerable  brake  on  Council 
house  buildings,  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  coming  year  the  economic 
climate  will  improve  thus  enabling  the  Council  to  proceed  with 
housing  for  general  needs. 

In  some  areas  there  is  still  a great  demand  for  houses,  particularly 
in  the  industrial  areas  of  the  Rural  District,  and  sites  are  being 
acquired  for  this  purpose.  The  proposed  development  on  the 
twenty  acres  of  land  purchased  at  Llangunnor  could  not  be  imple- 
mented during  the  year  due  to  the  credit  squeeze,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  the  development  can  take  place  in  the  coming  year.  The 
site  is  ideally  situated  near  the  town  of  Carmarthen,  and  as  stated 
in  my  1961  Report  it  is  assumed  that  a number  of  the  tenants 
living  in  Council  houses  in  the  remoter  parts  of  the  rural  area 
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will  wish  to  transfer  to  this  site  thus  helping  to  relieve  the  waiting 
list  for  houses  in  the  various  villages  and  so  ensure  a saving  of 
building  costs  to  the  Council. 

The  Council  were  requested  by  the  National  Coal  Board  to 
build  100  houses  for  ‘immigrant’  miners  to  be  recruited  for  employ- 
ment at  Cynheidre  Colliery  in  the  Gwendraeth  Valley.  Favourable 
consideration  was  given  to  the  request  and  it  was  decided  to  build 
74  houses  at  Carway  and  26  at  Pontyates — this  project  should 
commence  in  the  Spring  of  next  year. 

A slum  clearance  problem  still  exists,  and  this  continues  to 
receive  the  attention  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  The 
redevelopment  of  the  Gosport  Street  and  Frogmore  Street  areas 
in  Laugharne  is  a public  health  need  of  some  urgency,  and  with 
this  in  mind  four  houses  for  demolition  in  Lower  Gosport  Street 
were  acquired. 

Acquisition  by  agreement  of  five  houses  for  demolition  at  Porth- 
yrhyd  was  held  up  by  the  proposed  West  Glamorgan  Water  Scheme 
project,  and  attention  is  still  being  paid  to  the  acquisition  of  four 
houses  and  land  at  Meinciau  in  order  that  the  properties  can  be 
demolished  and  new  dwellings  erected  on  the  cleared  sites. 

Rent  Act,  1957 : 

Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

No  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued  during  the  year. 

An  application  by  landlord  for  the  cancellation  of  a Certificate 
issued  on  17th  October,  1961  was  received,  and  the  Council  decided 
to  cancel  the  Certificate  as  from  23rd  May,  1962  on  the  ground 
that  the  defects  specified  therein  had  been  remedied. 

Housing  (Financial  Provision)  Act,  1958: 

Housing  (House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959): 

The  implementation  of  the  Discretionary  Grants  Scheme  continued 
to  operate  very  satisfactorily  and  during  the  year  1 10  applications 
were  given  formal  approval.  In  addition  48  Standard  Grant 
applications  were  approved.  The  progressive  policy  of  the  Council 
in  this  field  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  since  the  operation  of  the 
Improvement  Grant  Schemes  formal  approval  has  been  given 
to  1058  Discretionary  Grant  and  146  Standard  Grant  applications, 
of  which  no  fewer  than  933  (841  Discretionary;  92  Standard) 
have  been  completed. 

Mention  must  again  be  made  of  the  excellent  co-operation 
that  exists  between  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Engineer’s 
Department,  also  to  the  tremendous  amount  of  work  undertaken 
by  the  Housing  Sub-Committee  in  visiting  each  property  in  respect 
of  which  an  application  has  been  made  for  a Discretionary  Grant. 


POST  WAR  PROG! 
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Water  Supply: 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reports 
as  follows  on  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  1962. 

“ The  whole  of  the  area  covered  by  mains  water,  with  the  exception 
of  two  small  areas  to  be  referred  to  later,  was  adequately  supplied 
during  the  year. 

The  Settling  Tanks  on  the  Eastern  Area  Scheme  at  Gorslas 
were  completed  during  the  spring  of  1962.  These  will  enable  the 
water  to  be  settled  out  prior  to  entering  the  pressure  filters,  thereby 
greatly  lightening  the  burden  on  the  filters  as  well  as  increasing 
the  efficiency  of  the  treatment. 

Extensions  to  the  Western  and  Llawddog  Schemes,  at  Llangain, 
Llangynin,  Hermon,  Yspytty  and  Peniel  were  completed  during 
the  year  and  have  provided  piped  water  to  many  new  consumers. 
A length  of  main  between  Porthyrhyd  and  Drefach  was  relaid 
because  of  the  very  poor  condition  of  the  old  main  in  this  area. 

Work  on  the  Gynnin  Valley  Scheme  was  commenced  in  July 
and  excellent  progress  made  on  the  main  laying,  headworks  and 
Pumping  Station.  Bad  weather  towards  the  end  of  the  year  brought 
work  on  the  Scheme  to  a virtual  standstill  but  in  spite  of  this  it 
is  hoped  that  the  work  can  be  completed  by  the  summer  of  1963. 

Approval  was  received  towards  the  end  of  the  year  to  the  carrying 
out  of  some  twelve  extensions  in  various  parts  of  the  area  from 
Llandissilio  in  the  west  to  Drefach  in  the  east.  Work  on  these 
extensions  will  commence  in  the  New  Year. 

Progress  towards  the  commencement  of  the  Towy  Scheme  has 
again  been  slow.  Land  clearances  have  taken  much  longer  than 
anticipated  but  with  these  now  to  hand  it  is  hoped  that  a material 
advancement  towards  a starting  date  will  be  achieved  in  1963. 

At  Morfa  Bychan,  Pendine,  approval  was  received  to  sink  an 
exploratory  shaft  into  the  cliff  in  order  to  ascertain  the  geological 
strata  and  to  endeavour  to  gauge  the  quantity  of  water.  This 
work  was  carried  out  expeditiously  in  extremely  adverse  conditions 
during  the  second  half  of  the  year.  The  pumping  tests  carried  out 
showed  that  the  source  is  an  extremely  good  one  with  a yield  suffi- 
cient to  meet  all  likely  requirements  in  that  part  of  the  area.  It  is 
now  intended  to  draw  up  a scheme  to  utilize  this  source  and  submit 
it  to  the  appropriate  Ministry  Department  for  approval. 

Two  small  areas  which  have  given  considerable  worry  due  to 
lack  of  water  at  times  are  the  upper  reaches  of  the  Newchurch  and 
Bwlchnewydd  extensions.  These  branches  are  connected  to  the 
Western  Area  Augmentation  link  up  and  during  periods  of  heavy 
consumption  these  areas  are  without  water.  The  Council  decided 
during  the  year  to  overcome  this  problem  by  the  installation  of 
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two  booster  pumps  in  the  mains  at  suitable  points  on  these  blanches. 
These  pumps  will  boost  the  water  to  the  top  reaches  of  both  branches 
under  all  conditions  and  provide  an  adequate  and  constant  supply 
to  the  properties  concerned.  It  is  hoped  to  carry  out  this  woik 
during  1963. 

The  purity  of  all  supplies  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained. 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  at  the  three  gauging  stations  set  up  by

With  the  exception  of  one  source,  no  supply  has  a plumbo- 
solvent  action.  The  source  referred  to  is  treated  by  filtration 
through  magnesite  before  entering  the  service  mains,  and  tests 
of  the  water  in  these  mains  have  not  shown  any  plumbo-solvent 
action. 

Domestic  Connections  to  Farm  Water  Supply  System: 

As  in  former  years  a number  of  water  samples  from  new  grant- 
aided  farm  water  supply  schemes  were  taken  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examinations. 

A total  of  seventy-five  such  samples  were  taken  and  where  the 
results  proved  satisfactory  certificates  of  suitability  for  domestic 
use  were  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  so  that  payment  of  the  approp- 
riate grant  could  be  affected. 

Sewerage : 

Mr  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reports 
as  follows: — 

The  Abergwili  and  Ferryside  Schemes  were  completed  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year  and  were  officially  opened  in  June,  and  both 
are  operating  efficiently. 

It  was  not  found  possible  to  commence  the  St.  Clears  Scheme 
during  the  year  although  a local  inquiry  by  the  appropriate  Ministry 
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was  held  in  August.  It  should  now  be  possible  to  commence 
the  Scheme  in  1963. 

Further  discussions  have  been  held  with  the  Cow  and  Gate 
Company  regarding  the  Llangunnor  Scheme  since  it  is  proposed 
to  discharge  the  sewers  into  that  Company’s  proposed  Disposal 
Works  at  Johnstown. 

A Scheme  for  Cynwyl  Village  was  submitted  for  approval  late 
in  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  to  make  a start  on  this  Scheme  during 
1963.  A Scheme  for  Carway  Village  was  also  prepared  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  and  will  be  submitted  for  approval  early  in 
1963. 

One  section  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961  enables  Councils  to 
carry  out  sewer  extensions  for  private  developers  on  a percentage 
contribution  basis.  Some  discussion  on  this  subject  by  the  Council 
took  place  in  the  year  but  no  firm  decision  was  reached  on  its 
implementation. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Council’s  refuse  collection  service  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily. 

During  the  year  the  Council  introduced  a five  day  working  week 
for  the  outdoor  staff,  and  coupled  with  this  the  Public  Health  De- 
partment made  a detailed  study  of  the  service  with  a view  to  re- 
organisation and  improvements  in  its  efficiency.  Resulting  from 
this  three  vehicles  carried  out  daily  collection  work  in  the  area 
as  from  May,  1962.  This  enabled  additional  properties  to  be 
provided  with  a collection  service  and  also  enabled  certain  properties 
which  formerly  had  a fortnightly  collection  to  receive  a weekly  one. 

The  rural  district  covers  a very  large  area  which  is  mainly  agric- 
ultural in  character,  and  this  creates  obvious  problems  regarding 
a full  coverage  for  refuse  collection.  However  I am  glad  to  state 
that  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Council  to  continue  extending  this  service 
where  necessary.  With  this  object  in  mind  a recommendation 
has  been  made  to  the  Council  for  the  purchase  of  a larger  capacity 
vehicle,  the  present  Compressmore  type  vehicle  having  a compression 
ratio  of  12/20  cub.  yds.,  whereas  the  one  proposed  has  a capacity 
of  14/35  cub.  yds.  This  will  considerably  reduce  the  distance 
that  has  to  be  traversed  to  and  from  the  refuse  disposal  sites,  and 
the  travelling  time  saved  will  enable  the  collection  service  to  be 
extended  to  serve  additional  properties. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that  the  Council  have  now  purchased 
a suitable  tractor  to  level  the  refuse  disposal  sites  and  for  other

work  in  connection  therewith.  This  has  not  only  eliminated  the 
archaic  system  whereby  employees  had  to  manually  undertake 
this  work  but  also  meant  a saving  in  time.  There  are  nine  refuse 
disposal  sites  in  the  rural  area,  but  with  the  advent  of  a tractor, 
and  in  anticipation  of  a larger  capacity  collection  vehicle,  it  is 
hoped  to  centralise  the  sites  still  further  thus  eliminating  the  small 
one-day  a week  site  which  cannot  be  controlled  to  our  entire  satis- 
faction. 

Due  to  the  influx  of  an  increasing  number  of  tourists  and  holiday 
makers  to  the  coastal  areas  of  the  Rural  District  a twice  weekly 
collection  of  refuse  from  such  areas  is  being  undertaken  during  the 
months  of  July  and  August. 


Caravan  Sites: 

There  are  thirteen  licensed  sites  within  the  area,  and  regular 
inspections  are  made  to  ensure  that  the  licensing  conditions  are 
complied  with.  Difficulty  is  being  encountered  with  the  occasional 
caravans  which  are  stationed  on  unlicensed  sites,  and  during  the 
year  action  was  taken  to  eliminate  moveable  dwellings  from  such 
sites. 

The  Council  have  purchased  0.888  of  an  acre  of  land  at  Pendine 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a Council  controlled  caravan  site. 
This  should  come  into  operation  in  the  Summer  of  1963,  and  the 
first  stage  will  cater  for  twenty  caravans.  It  is  the  intention  to 
acquire  additional  land  in  order  to  accommodate  the  continually 
increasing  number  of  caravans  which  require  suitable  sites. 

Caravanning  has  now  become  a very  popular  type  of  family 
holiday,  and  Local  Authorities  must  realistically  deal  with  this 
problem  by  providing  in  the  coastal  areas  sites  with  the  highest 
possible  standards  of  sanitation  and  general  environmental  health 
conditions.

The  annual  ten  per  cent  baiting  and  the  first  maintenance  treatment 
of  the  sewer  systems  throughout  the  rural  area  were  carried  out 
in  May  and  160  manholes  were  test  baited. 

The  second  maintenance  treatment  was  undertaken  in  November. 

Regular  inspection  of  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works 
and  refuse  disposal  sites  was  undertaken  and  treatments  were 
carried  out  when  necessary. 

The  rodent  control  staff,  in  addition  to  their  normal  work, 
again  satisfactorily  dealt  with  numerous  complaints  received 
from  occupiers  of  private  houses,  concerning  bats,  flies,  wasps, 
ants,  etc. 
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SCHOOLS 

The  Local  Education  Authority  is  the  County  Council.  There 
are  49  Primary  Schools  (50  Departments)  and  2 Secondary  Schools 
within  the  Rural  area. 

No  Schools  within  the  area  of  the  Rural  District  were  closed 
on  account  of  infectious  diseases  during  1962. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

During  the  year  there  was  a low  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
in  the  rural  area,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  no  cases  of  Diphth- 
eria, Food  Poisoning  or  Poliomyelitis  were  notified. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  smallpox  outbreak  in  South  Wales 
gave  rise  to  some  anxiety.  Several  contacts  in  the  District  with 
the  affected  areas  were  visited  and  those  found  unprotected  against 
the  disease  were  advised  regarding  vaccination.

The  percentages  of  added  water  in  the  five  samples  were  small, 
between  1 % and  2 % and  were  not  considered  to  warrant  legal 
action. 

Investigations  were  made  and  follow-up  samples  were  taken  in 
respect  of  a few  of  the  samples  reported  deficient  in  fat  but  in  no 
case  was  it  considered  advisable  to  take  legal  action. 

The  metal-foil  cap  was  found  in  a third-pint  bottle  of  milk  sup- 
plied to  a school,  but  having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances  it 
was  decided  not  to  take  legal  action  against  the  dairy  company 
concerned.

Milk  samples  sent  for  Guinea-pig  Inoculation 

Fourteen  samples  of  milk  taken  at  the  farms  of  producers 
supplying  milk  to  schools  were  sent  for  examination  for  tuberculosis 
and  other  infections.

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Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations: 

During  the  year  a further  two  premises  were  registered  for  the 
the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream. 

There  is  only  one  ice-cream  manufacturer  in  the  rural  area,  and 
the  manufactured  product  complies  fully  with  the  Ice-Cream  Heat 
Treatment  Regulations.  The  number  of  ice-cream  retailers  is 
ninety-eight  and  most  of  these  sell  pre-packed  ice-cream  supplied 
by  well-known  manufacturers. 

These  premises,  which  have  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  have  all  ice-cream  stored  in  accordance 
with  the  prescribed  limits  of  temperature  and  are  regularly  visited 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 


The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960: 

Numerous  food  premises,  including  bakeries  and  licensed  premises 
within  the  area  were  visited  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during 
the  year.  On  inspection  a few  premises  were  found  to  fall  short 
of  the  standard  required,  and  the  occupiers  or  owners  were  written 
to  drawing  their  attention  to  the  one  or  more  various  matters 
which  contravened  the  above  Regulations.
